Derrick de Kerckhove: Art and Technology in Museums: A Question of Intelligence Not Memory 

Derrick de Kerckhove is the director of the McLuhan program in culture and technology and 
professor in the French department at the University of Toronto. A graduate in classics and 
French literature from the University of Ottawa, de Kerchkove received his M.A. and Ph.D. in 
French language and literature from the University of Toronto and a Doctorate du 3e cycle in 
sociology of art from the University of Tours (France). He was an associate of the Centre for 
Culture and Technology from 1972 to 1980 and worked with Marshall McLuhan for more than 
ten years as translator, assistant, and coauthor. 

De Kerckhove’s books and essays have been published in the United States, Canada, 

France, Germany, and Italy. He has edited and coedited books and collections of essays dealing 
with McLuhan, culture, technology, and biology. Brainframes: Technology, Mind and Business 
(1991) addresses the differences between the effects of television, computers, and hypermedia 
on corporate culture, business practices, and economic markets. The Skin of Culture (1995) is a 
collection of essays on the new electronic reality. As a consultant in media, cultural interests, and 
related policies, de Kerckhove has participated in the preparation and brainstorming sessions for 
plans for the Ontario Pavilion at Expo ’92 in Seville, the Canada in Space exhibit in Ottawa, and

Paul DiMaggio: Museums and the Post-Modern Public 

Paul DiMaggio is professor of sociology and associate at the Woodrow Wilson School of Public and In- 
ternational Affairs at Princeton University. His topic involves the missions of museums and how these 
relate to audience development. 

A graduate of Swarthmore College, DiMaggio received his M.A. and Ph.D. in sociology from Harvard 
University. He has taught at Yale University in the sociology department and the School of Organization 
and Management. His publications include Nonprofit Enterprise in the Arts: Studies in Mission and Con- 
straint (1986), Structures of Capital: The Social Organization of Economic Life (1990), Race, Ethnicity 
and Participation in the Arts (1992) as well as articles. During the past five years, DiMaggio has pre- 
sented papers Columbia University, Wharton School of Business at the University of Pennsylvania, Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Rutgers University, Yale University, and the University of Michigan. In 1990 he par- 
ticipated in the Distinguished Public Lecture series at the Mandel Center for Nonprofit Organizations, 
CWRU.

Mihaly Csikszentmihalyi: Rewards of the Aesthetic Encounter in the Museum 

Mihaly Csikszentmihalyi is a member of the psychology department at the University of Chicago. 
Csikszentmihalyi received a B.A. and Ph.D. from the University of Chicago. Among the institutions 
where he has been a visiting professor are the University of Jyvaskyla (Finland), University of Maine, 
Duquesne University, University of Alberta, and the University of Milan. He has been a resident scholar 
at the Rockefeller Center in Bellagio, Italy, a resident fellow at the Center for Advanced Studies in Be- 
havioral Sciences in Palo Alto, and a senior Fulbright fellow in Brazil and New Zealand. The author of 
numerous books, many of which have been translated into various languages, Csikszentmihalyi is best 
known for The Art of Seeing: Toward an Interpretive Psychology of the Aesthetic Experience (1990) and 
Flow: The Psychology of Optimal Experience (1990).
